Washington, January 4.—Sale of | 
5,000 Enfield rifles, 5,000,000 rounds | 
of ammunition for the guns, and | 
eight DH-4 surplus airplanes to the 
Mexican government was announced 
today by Secretary Weeks. 

The transaction was completed dur- 
ing the day when word came by wire 
to Mexican agents that the govern- 
ment had transferred funds necessary 


to make one-half of the payment in

Mexican government,

Under the terms of the sale the | 
war department will turn over the, 
rifles aud ammunition at Fort Sam | 
ilodston and Fort Bliss, while the 
airplanes will be delivered fron the 
depot at Fairfield, Ohio. Orders were 
issued «at once for delivery of 
military supplies. 

About $100,000 Involved. 

Although Secretary Weeks did not 
disclose the total amount of money 
involved in the sale, on the basis of 
prevailing prices it would appear to 
be less than $400,000, as Enfield 
rifles sell at about $35 each and sur-

After having gained contra of the 
Huasteca petfoleum district, a col- 
umn of 1,000 men now is marchin:z 
toward Potosi to reinstate Governor 
Prieto Laurenz who left last night 
for that place. We expect that with- 
in two or three days he will have ab- 
solute control of Tabasco, the last 
stronghold of the imposition forces in 
that state, being sure to fall into our 
hands within five or six days. 

“After an insignificant exchange of 
musketry fire, we have reoccupied Te- 
huacan. General Castro is advancing 
against Puebla. 

“With great enthusfasm our ranks 
are rapidly increasing in numbers 
with continuous adhesions by farm- 
ers and laborers. 

“Forces organized by the imposi- 
tion government recently endeavored 
to enter Campeche and Yucatan to 
rescue Carrillo Puerto, the deposed 
bolshevik governor, but Were annihi- 
lated by Ueneral Ricardo Brocai- 
vulve. 

“Complete peace reigns over prac- 
tically all the southern part of the 
republic, with ample guarantee Yor 
both natives and foreigners.

ON QUARRELING. 


There is no person so soothing as 
the one with an understanding mind. 

But the most wonderful thing to 
me about an understanding mind is 
this—it rarely quarrels. For this rea- 
son: it takes two to make a quarrel, 
and the understanding mind doesn’t 
take to quarrels, it thinks instead. 

And no matter how faulty this 
thinking, it can never be so faulty as 
the one who enters a quarrel with 
bitter words, accusations and poison in 
his heart. 

The sears from unkind words, so 
often unthinkingly uttered, never quite 
leave the mind into which such words 
have been hurled. 

Millions of people today are bereft 
of loved ones and great nations are 
torn from their foundations—uprooted 
from their happy prosperity—becanse 
they chose to quarrel and fight rather 
than to think and arbitrate. 

War never has and never will do 
any good. And it is the same with in- 
dividual quarreling. 

And then, besides. life is so very 
brief at the most. There is so little 
time in which to love and give and 
make people happy. 

How useless, how unintelligent to 
quarrel! 

I often think of the incident of 
Christ before Pilot. To me it pictures 
one of the most dramatic events of 
the world.

In the absence of continuous red- 
dence with the persons whom he sup- 
ports, the question whether a person 
is head of a family within the mean- 
ing of the revenue act depends, as in 
the case of married persons, upon the 
character of the separation. If a 
child is away at school or on a visit, 
or through force of circumstances is 
maintained in a boarding house or 
with relatives, the exemption allowed 
the head of a family applies. But 
when needlessly and continuously the 
parties live apart the status of the 
head of a family does not apply, 
irrespective of the support given. 


FRANCE |S PLANNING 
TO HALT SPECULATION 


Paris, January 4.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—Leading financiers 
have been invited by Finance Minis- 
ter De Lasteyrie to confer with him 
concerning means of suppressing 
speculation in exchange and halting 
the depreciation of the france. This is 
the first time in recent months that 
the government has looked upon the 
position of the frane as being serious 
enough to require positive action. 

The common explanation for weeks 
in French finaneial quarters and in 
the newspapers has been that pow- 
erfut money interests in New York 
and London were deliberately de- 
pressing the franc—New York pure- 
ly for profit, and London as a polit- 
ical measure designed to modify the 
Freneh policy in the Ruhr. Another 
explanation up to the end of Decem- 
ber was that the year-end require- 
ments in settlement of foreign bal- 
aness were responsible for the rapid 
rise of the pound sterling and Amer- 
ican dollar, but this explanation is 
no longer available.

First, our Savior tells what to leave

Your prayer is not to tell God what 
you want, so much as to bring you 
into the fellowship with God which 
will attune your desires to what He 
knows you need. 

Having set aside those things which 
should find no place in the model 
prayer, He tells us “what manner” 
of prayer it is. 

It consists of first, the address to 
Deity ; second the six, or as some say, 
seven, petitions; and third, the dox- 
ology.

He who meets the opening words of 
this Model Prayer. finds himself at 
once confornted with a spiritual chal- 
lenge. 

It is a flaming sword that turns

“Our’—no unbrotherly feeling van 
be allowed; no spiritual exclusiveness 
permitted; this brief pronoun “our” 
encvmpasses all men every where.

These two words stress to him that 
which Jesus said to Nicodemus: “Ye 
must be born again!”

Tut’s Sarcophagus 
Found in Casket 
Of Blazing Gold 


Luxor, Egypt, January 4.—(By the 
Associated Press.) —With the discov- 
ery of the colossal sarcophagus of 
Tutankhamen inclosed in a nest of 
four wondrous shrines, the question 
whether the mortal remains of the 
Pharaoh lie in this mortuary chapel 
has finally been decided: The sar- 
cophagus has remained intact through 
thirty centuries, unviolated by the sac- 
religious hand of tomb robbers. 

Yesterday was one of the great 
moments in Egyptology, bringing fruit 
to so much toil, reward for so touch 
disappointment, and crowning a long 
and great effort. Howard Carter, 
when by the light of his powerful 
arc lamps he loosened the seals of the 
fourth golden casket, to gaze on the 
outline of a huge coffin of pink granite 
quarried at Assuan, must have felt 
something like Brugsch, the German 
Egyptologist, at another great moment 
in the annals of Egyptology when by 
candle light in the Deir-El-Babari 
sepulchre some years ago, he read the 
cartouches of more than thirty kings 
and queens of ancient Egypt hidden 
there. i 

Here was definite confirmation that 
for the first time in history the un- 
violated sepulchre of a king of ancient 
Egypt had_been discovered. Here, in 
a coffin of graven stone, of workinan- 
ship rivalling the greatest master- 
pieces, must undoubtedly lie, enclosed 
in magnificently decorated mummy 
cases, the body of the king as the 
priests laid him for rest moresthan 3,- 
000 years ago.

kings hopes were high today that when 
the sarcophagus and its mummy cases 
are opened, the royal mummv wil] 
disclosed surrounded by the full pan- 
oply of the king’s royal and sacred 
office. ; 

Owing to the vast dimensions of the 
outer canopy which is quite dwarfed 
by the proportions of the sepulchral 
chamber, the excavators came upon the 
sarcophagus with some surprise. It 
was enclosed in the fourth of a nest.

DAMAGED BY FLOODS 


Pittsburg, Janvary 4.—With the 
Ohio, Monongahela and Aijlegheny 
rivers having risen more than four 
feet above norma! flood stage, Pitts- 
burg and the lowland towns of the 
Ohio basin in this district ara await- 
ing the crest of the first flood in ten 


years. 

“At daybreak the waters had 
reached 26 feet and are expected to 
rise to 29 feet as the hich mark some 
time during the day. Streets in the 
lower north side seetion were under 
two feet of water, Tracks of the 
Baltimore and Ohio railroad were sub- 
merged, bringing freight movements 
to a standstill and a number of indus- 
trial plants are forced to abandon 
operations due to the high water.

Reports from a number of Ohio 
river towns told of the river’s creep- 
ing into the streets and forcing dwell- 
ers to move to the second stories of 
their homes. 

At Wheeling the stage of 30 feet 
had been reached with an expected 
maximum of 40 feet by Saturday.

Death Penalty 


Folsom, Calif., January 4.—Alex A. 
Kels, confessed slayer of on wan- 
dering worker near Lodi, Calif., Sep- 
tember 12 last, paid the penalty on 
the gallows at the state prison here 
this morning. He went to bis death 
smiling. ‘The trap was sprung at 
10:16 o’clock and Kels was o0ro- 
nounced dead ten minutes and 45 sec- 
onds later. : 

Kels, involved financialiy to the ox- 
tent of $70,000, conducied a meat 
market at Lodi, Calif. He _ told 
the court when he appeared for sen- 
tence that he had more .han $75,000 
in life insurance and that he killed 
the man he had hired to work on his 
farm and burned the tdy in hopes 
that it would be identified as his own. 

He disappeared Septemter 12, 1925. 
The body later was buried as that of 
Kels. On October 2, Ke.s was ar- 
rested at Eureka, Calif., with the 
muzzle of a gun in his mouth, just as 
he was about to pull the trizger. 

Kels pleaded guilty, reiused to em- 
ploy legal counsel and Oviobec 10 was 
sentenced to death. His wife was ill 
at the time of his arrest and she was 
not advised that he was alive until 
after he was in prison. A few weeks 
ago she gave birth to a boy whom 
she named Alex A. Kels, Jr. 

Mrs. Kels waged a v.gcrous cam- 
paign to have her husband's sentence 
commuted to life imprisomuent and 
numerous tests were made to see if he 
showed traces of insanity Governor 
Richardson advised Mrs. Kels this 
week that he could not find any evi- 
dence which would warrant commuta- 
tion of the sentence. 

One insurance compaty announced 
it would*pay Mrs. Kels the insurance 
Kels carried, but another recently at- 
tempted to have Mrs. Keljs accept the 
amount that Kels had paid in pre- 
miums. This she refused to do.

INJUNCTION PLEA 
LOSES IN OIL GASE 


Denial of the petition for injunction 
fired recently by the Wofford Oil 
company in United States district 
court, in which the company sought to 
restrain the Standard Oil Company of 
Kentucky, the Texas company, _ the 
Gulf Refining company and the Ga- 
lena Signal Oil company from alleged 
rebating of customers on gasoline 
sales, was contained in a_ ruling 
handed down by Federal Judge Samuel] 
H. Sibley, Friday afternoon. 

Judge Sibley based the ruling on 
his interpretation of the Sherman and 
Clayton ‘anti-trust acts, which the 
plaintiff company alleged had been 
violated.
